The following account of the celebrated actress, 
Miss.Moniz, from a London paper of Nov. 
10, will, we think, be acceptable to our readers. 


-* WE. have been favoured with ‘the 
following correct account of the theatrical 
career of the young phenomenon, who 
has now become an object of such public 
notice. The young lady made her first 
debut on the boards of the Belfast theatre, 
on the eighteenth of May last, in the cha- 
racter of Young Norval, which character 
she performed for four nights successive- 
ly, amidst innumerable plaudits, the house 
overflowing every night; the fourth being 
for her benefit, the whole pit was filled at 
box price, by which she Cleared” 114/.— 
She then renewed her engagement for 
four nights longer, and on the night of 
her second benefit, the whole house was 
filled at double price. During the time 
she was performing at Belfast, her fame 
having made a great noise in Dublin, she 
received the offer of an engagement from 
Mr. Jones, the, manager of that theatre, 
to-receive fifty pounds per night, for six 
nights, and the’seventh to be for her be- 
nefit ; or, as an additional inducement, :a 
second letter was sent, to share the re- 





cipts of the house, after the manager 
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taking eighty pounds each night for the 
expenses of the house. The last offer 
was accepted; and the young phenome- 
non made her appearance in the theatre- 
royal, Dublin, to a very full house, and 
was received with three distinct rounds 
of applause, afier which, from her un- 
common diminutive figure, much doubt 
was entertained as to the fossidility of her 
ever being able to go through the charac- 
ter:—on her beginning to speak, the 
gteatest attention prevailed, and no actress 
ever made an audience participate more 
in her own feelings; she changed them 
from passive spectators to active agents; 
and the softhisticatioh was so rapid and 
complete, that its existence was not de. 
tected till reflection had succeeded to the 
subservience which the domineering frowers 
of the infant phenomenon had laid them 
under !—=The next night the lerd lieuten« 
ant honoured the theatre with his presence, 
when she repeated the character ( Young 
Norval) ; and on the third night appeared 
in the parts of Mise Peggy, in the Coun- 
try Girl, and Vell, in the Devil to Pay; to 
a very crowded house—the boxes being 
filled with all the brilliance of Dublin. — 
She continued her engagement with the 
greatest success, and on the 7th night, 
being for ber benefit, she repeated the 
character of Miss Peggy, with the part of 
Roxalana, in the farce of the Saitan ; at 
dn’edrly hour the theatre was surrounded 


by an imnvens¢e crowd; the receipts of

| the house amounted to 316/ 14s. During 
the time she was in Dubtin, she received 
an offer of an engagement from Mr. 
M'Cready, the Birmingham manager 
for a few nights, which was accepted, to 
share the house after the expenses, and 
the last night to be for her benefit. The 
' applause bestowed upon her at the two 
last places was faithfully echoed by the 
Birmingham audience. She next receiv- 
ed an offer from the Cheltenham mana- 
gers (on the same terms); where she per- 
formed to the fashionable audience that 
frequent that place; and such was her 
attraction therc, that the boxes were not 
only filled on the nights of her_perform- 
ance, but even on the morning during the 
rehearsal. While she was performing at 
Cheltenham, the Gloucester theatre was 
opened for one night only; and although 
the company, with some of the best per- 
formers of the age, have played in that 
town to 8/. the receipts on this night 
amounted to 42/. From hence she went 
to Buxton, where she petformed with her . 
usual success; and was offered a large 
sum if she would have recited and sung 
jn privates She was next under an en- ° 
gagement to perform four nights at Not- 
tingham, and three at Derby (where she _ 
now is). She then plays on the 15th at..
